as they always were.” 

Chiang — more than Formo- 
sa—is our problem. Whether we 
can make it an independent 
“‘country”’ with him as its head 
is doubtful. 


India 


In 1896 Dr. Eddy landed in 
India. For 33 years he watched 
Gandhi, and knew him, in his 
work. He saw Indian Nation- 
alism rise out of the Russo-Jap- 
anese war — the first one in 
which an Asian power was suc- 
cessful. 


Gandhi seemed to him ‘‘a joint 
product” of Hinduism and 
Christianity -. . “the unique 
handiwork of God.” His influ- 
ence works against communism. 

Nehru he ‘regards as ‘“‘the 
ablest statesman in Asia,” cor- 
rectly taking a middle ground 
of mixed capitalism gnd social- 
ism. 


Returning to this theme and 
China, he notes that communism 
is the ‘26th dynasty’ jn that 
vast country, and like others 
before it, ‘“‘must make good or 
perish.” : 

‘I believe,” he says, ‘“‘that 
God’s purpose for China has 
not yet been achieved, but I 
believe it will be achieved in 
time—Christians must do what 
they have done in their ‘wisest 
moments’—accept the good in 
our enemy ... pray to God to 
cleanse, purify and bless him, 
develop in ourselves humility, 
faith and the will to manifest 
“the brotherhood to which we 
subscribe.’ "’

Rouben and Sylvania Goldman 
of Marblehead, Mass., thus lost a 
fight to adopt Wanda Rita and 
Bruce Wilford Dome, blue-eyed. 
flaxen-haired twins illegitimately 
born on Sept. 30, 1951, to Pearl L. 
Dome, a Catholic. The mother had 
consented to the adoption and 
agreed to the twins being raised in 
the Jewish faith. 

STATE RULING 


The Massachusetts courts held 
that the mother’s consent was ir- 
revelant. Since the mother and the 
“natural father of the children 
both were Catholics, the children, 
for the purpose of the law, must be 
deemed to belong to the Catholic 
faith,’’ the courts ruled. 


The State Supreme Court said 
that it was not prepared to hold 
that the law violated any provision 
of the Federal Constitution. 


The Federal Supreme Court's 
action was in the form of a brief 
order. No written opinions were 
handed down by the court, as it 
recessed until Feb. 28. 

In the adoption case, the Gold- 


pital two weeks after they were 
born. The mother has never seen 
them. 

The Goldmans petitioned the 
Probate Court of Essex County for 
permission to adopt the children. 
John M. Fogarty, who had been 
appointed guardian ad litem (for 
purposes of the suit) opposed the 
petition on the grounds that adop- 
tions in Massachusetts could not 
cross religious lines. 


COMFORTABLE HOME 


Judge John V. Phelan, of the 
probate court, found that the Gold- 
mans had a comfortable home, 
were fond of the twins and finan- 
cially able to care for them. Gold- 
man operated a clothing store in 
Boston. Massachusetts law, how- 
ever, could not sanction the adop- 
tion, Judge Phelan ruled. 

Mr. and Mrs. Goldman, through 
Leo Pfeffer, a New York lawyer, 
appealed to the high court of Mas- 
sachusetts. Stanley E. Qua, chief 
judge, wrote the State Supreme 
Court’s opinion. 

Noting that the mother of the 
twins, an American of French 
descent, and the father were both 
Catholics, Judge Qua said: 

“The mother did not cease to be 
a Catholic even though she failed 
to live up {6 the ideals of her re- 


ligion.”’ 
Children too young to choose 
their religion, Judge Qua held, 


took the religion of their parents, 
and, “‘in case of dispute, that of 
the mother.”’ 

The Goldmans contended that 
the Massachusetts law violated the 
provisions in the First Amendment 
to the Constitution, that protects 
the free exercise of religion. They 
were joined in their appeal by the 
American Jewish Congress.

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Millican’s Charges 
Merit Serious Study 


Fulton’s Sen. Everett Miuillican has 
made a long and careful study of “loan- 
sharks” and can be considered an author- 
ity on their practices. 

He attempted at the last session of 
the Legislature to pass bills that would 
effectively curb their usurious methods. 
These were killed through high-pressure 
lobbying tactics and a study commission 
Was appointed to recommend regulative 
measures. 

The commission brought forth its 
report and a bill was passed by the House 
on the basis of that report. The measure 
designates Insurance Commissioner Zack 
Cravey as small loan commissioner, sets 
up a fund of $195,000 to operate an 
agency to regulate some 2,000 operators. 

The bill is now before the Senate 
where Sen. Millican is waging a deter- 
mined fight against it. He has brought 
out some facts and figures that the Sen- 
ate should examine most carefully before 
passing this bill. 

Briefly, Sen. Millican says the bill 
merely legalizes usury. He says it was 
written by the lenders themselves and 
that it is worse than present laws con- 
cerning usurious practices. It makes legal, 
Mr. Millican charges, the practices that 
such legislation 1s designed to curb. 

Actually, the senator charges, with 
figures to show it, the bill legalizes inter- 
est charges and fees of up to 276 per cent 
for small loans. 

Furthermore, Sen. Millican declares 
that the office of the insurance commis- 
sioner is not the place for enforcement 
of small loan laws. This should be a 
function of the banking department and 
the Fulton senator is exactly right. 

Finally, the Fulton legislator declares 
that the bill is “not better than nothing” 
and that if it becomes law it will be next 
to impossible to amend it. He backs his 
argument with his experience in trying 
to get effective loan-shark curbs passed 
at the last session. 

Loan-sharking is a vicious practice 
and needs effective legislation to curb it. 
Sen. Millican pleads for delay in passing 
this bill which he says will not curb but 
will promote usury. 

The Senate should look carefully into 
Sen. Millican’s charges. It should follow 
his recommendations not to act hastily 
but to give more serious study to one 
of the state’s worst problems. No one 
wants to make usury legal except those 
who practice it. 
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Our Troubles in Formosa 
Are Far From Over 


Evacuation of the Tachen § Islands 
under protection of the U.S. Seventh 
Fleet is being hailed as a “victory” by 
the Chinese Communists. They already 
have begun pressure to force surrender 
of the strategic islands of Quemoy and 
Matsu as a prelude to the big prize, 
Formosa. 

So the period of tension, backed fully 
by the new Russian regime, will be 
stepped up and the Formosa problem is 
no nearer solution than before. The Com- 
munists have proposed a 10-power con- 
ference, without Nationalist China, to dis- 
cuss a settlement. This has been rejected 
by the U.S., Britain, France and India’s 
Nehru as impractical. 

Such a conference would only serve 
the Communists’ propaganda aims. By 
excluding the Chinese Nationalists, the 
U.S. would be admitting the Red charges 
of interference in China’s internal affairs. 
Chances of. any type of conference ap- 
pear slim, indeed. 

The American people had just as well 
prepare for another long period of ten- 
sion during which the line between war 
and peace will be thin indeed. 

Regardless of what officials say, 
there is no reason for complacency. We 
are in a dangerous position in which we 
do not hold all the trumps. We are faced 
with a possible war in China which we 
would have to fight alone, with the Soviet 
Union holding West Europe at bay with 
threat of atomic attack. 


Must the Governor Be 
‘Housed in a Rock Pile? 


Aesthetically, there never has been 
any question about the home of Georgia’s 
governors. Squatting on a hill in Ansley 
Park and built of granite, it might 
appeal to the artistic taste of a tomb-lov- 
ing Pharaoh but it fails to charm the 
average Man or woman. 

The women who have served time 
there like it less than anyone. Governors’ 
wives have their duties as well as the gov- 
ernor, and the greatest of these is to be 
happy and cheerful, though living in the 
gloomy mansion. 

Yolande Gwin of The Constitution in- 
terviewed the current first lady and the 
former first ladies who have resided there. 
All agreed that the mansion is incon- 
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veniently arranged and unsuited for the 
kind of receptions and parties that the 
State’s first family must give. 

Gov. Marvin Griffin ‘and ex-Gov. 
Herman Talmadge have vetoed proposals 
that the governor be housed in something 
more cheerful, more suitable, and in keep- 
ing with the architectural traditions of 
Georgia. They said the state couldn’t af- 
ford a new mansion. 

The Talmadges, however, were able to 
flee to their delightful plantation house at 
Lovejoy frequently. It will be harder on 
the Griffins as it is a long way to Bain- 
bridge and their charming home there. 

The capital was moved from Milledge- 
ville to Atlanta after the War Between 
the States. It is too bad that somebody 
didn’t arrange to bring the beautiful old 
Greek Revival mansion up to Atlanta 
along with the governor.

Assembly’s Big Tasks 
Postponed Until 756 


The General Assembly winds up its 
first 40-day session this week with a 
considerable amount of constructive work 
behind it. But it is leaving much undone. 

The session has been comparatively 
harmonious. With a new administration 
still trying to get the feel of state affairs, 
the Assembly has followed the new gov- 
ernor’s wishes on almost all major points. 
There has been a minimum of contro- 
versy. 

Legislators have passed the major a@- 
ministration measures promised during 
the campaign—the Rural Roads Authority 
and the pledge to sell auto tags at county 
courthouses being the prime examples. 
They have held the line on appropriations 
and taxes, awaiting the study of state 
problems that a committee ‘appointed by 
the governor has undertaken. 

The Assembly next year will face a 
multitude of problems—most of them fi- 
nancial. Georgia is now spending beyond 
income and the surplus will be used up 
before the end of this year. The days of 
reckoning will come in the final months 
of 1955 when the state will have to cut 
back services or operate in the red. 

The study commission, the Legislature 
and the people must decide whether the 
state is getting over its head in the mat- 
ter of expanding services or whether to 
accept additional taxes. Regardless of 
what the politicians say now, that is the 
basic decision.

inefficiency and waste, is the target of the Missouri 


“Little Hoover’ 


Commission report that was released recently after more than a year 


of study and investigation. 


The constitutional revision of 1945 established the pattern for re- 


organization. 


But the commission still discovered confusion and over- 


lapping functions in Missouri's government—confusion that grew not 


by design but by chance. 

State government has grown 
tremendously everywhere. Admin- 
istration and management have 
not kept pace. 

For example the three divisions 
of the Department of Health and 
Welfare (health, welfare and men- 
tal disease) now Operate virtually 

independent units. The com- 
mission believes they should be 
integrated and a department héad 
given the power to appoint and 
remove division directors. 

The central management agen- 
cies are another example. The di- 
visions of procurement, public 
building and budget-comptroller 
now function loosely under the di- 
rector of revenue. The commis- 
sion suggests that procurement 
and public buildings be made sec- 
tions within the division of Budget 
and Comptroller, since all are 
closely related. 

A comprehensive study of as- 
sessment laws and practices 
strikes at Missouri's system of 
ridiculously unequal tax assess- 
ments that vary widely according 
to counties and even within coun- 
ties. Legislation authorizing the 
tax commission to issue rules and 
regulations covering local proce- 
dures is suggested as a necessary 
reform. 

Among its -nany recommenda- 
tions the reorganizing commission 
outlined the advantages of invest- 
ing surplus treasury funds in gov- 
ernment securities. 

Consolidations, economy and ef- 
ficiency are the aims of the com- 
mission, No one expects complete 
action by the 1955 Legislature. 

Some of the administrative rec- 
ommendations will need further 


study before they can be put into 
effect. But the commission has 
put the task in its perspective and 
outlined the essentials. 

The report is a starting point 
from which the governor and Leg- 
islature can move ahead and this 
is the time to get started.

A New York state jury verdict 
flashes a warning against the risks 
of playing around with Communist 
tar brushes unless you have either 
truth or senatorial immunity to 
protect you.

It sufficed 
for the jury that the defendants’ 
innuendos were clearly designed to 
produce that impression, and did. 

The verdict cost the defendants 
$25,000.06. thus: Payment of $7,500 
to each of two plaintiffs as punish- 
ment for having libeled them; $10,- 
000 to one plaintiff for actual dam- 
age to his reputation and com- 
munity standing; 6c to the other, 
whose actual injury in those re- 
spects was apparently deemed un- 
important.

Does Editing Twist 


Press Conference? 


WASHINGTON—On the basis of the. first ‘three 
recorded and filmed-for-television White House 
press conferences, these conclusions seem justified: 


That it is a tremendous stimulus to public interest in national 
affairs to have millions of Americans able to witness real-life presi- 
dential news conferences and to see these meetings with the press as 
correspondents have seen them for many years. 


That there are potential pitfalls 
in White House editing of what is 
to be released for direct ‘‘screen- 
ing’’ which, if abused, could dis- 
tort the conference. 

That thus far presidential Press 
Secretary James C. Hagerty has 
fallen into none of these pitfalls. 

That television reporting, if it is 
prepared to assert its independ- 
ence, has a powerful weapon of 
defense against improper editing. 

I have just gone over the full 
transcripts of the three televised 
press conferences and it seemed 
clear to me that there were no 
deletions for policy reasons or 
merely to keep the President pre- 
sented only in a favorable light. 
The only deleticns were (1) to 
avoid repetition, (2) to remove 
purely local questions, and (3) 
when the President had been neg- 
ative in his reply because he had 
not formed judgment or because 
he was not prepared to discuss for 
direct quotation a delicate issue or 
because he was referring the ques- 
tion to another department of the 
government. 


All questions and comments deal- 
ing with alleged censorship of the 
TV films were also unedited. 

This is a point which needs to 
be cleared up, There is no cen- 
soring whatsoever, of any kind or 
nature, of the press, radio or tele- 
vision reporting of the presidential

In a calloquy with the Democra- 
tic Party’s 1952 vice presidential 
candidate, Sen. John Sparkman 
(Ala), who called the school pro- 
gram “a hoax,’’ Sen, Kerr 
brought out how bonds issued by 
school districts not otherwise able 
to borrow—one of the categories— 


would bear a rate of 3% per cent:

LOAN INSURANCE 


‘These firms make more on 
the insurance on the loans than 
they do on the interest,’”’ Millican 
pointed out. “If this bill is con- 
sidered, it certainly should be 
amended to prohibit any small 
loan firm from benefiting, 
either directly or indirectly, 
from-insurance charges.” 
It is because they are getting 
‘rich on insuring their loans, in- 
directly, that these firms want 
to be regulated by the insurance 
¢ommissioner instead of by the 
Banking Department as other 
lending agencies are, Millican 
gtated. He said the insurance 
company which insures the loans 
pays the small loan companies 
85 per cent of the premium. 
Millican plans to ask the Sen- 
ate Tuesday to kill the bill and 
to create a “‘real’’ 
committee to study the problem. 
He said the committee which 
recommended the present _bill 
had more outsiders on it than it 
had legislators. 


Gives Figures 


Of a 276 Pet. 
Loan Charge 


Here are figures Sen. Everett 
Millican used in explaining House 
Bill No. 151, ready for Senate ac- 
tion Tuesday, which would author- 
ize small loan companies to charge 
as high as.276 per cent interest: 

If you borrow $100 for a 12-month 


draw $83, after’ having $17 in 
fees ed. The average out-' 
standimg money advanced over the 
life of the loan. would be $44.96. 
The charges for this would be $17. 
So the “simple interest’’ on the 
average money outstanding would 
be 37.81 per cent. 

If you borrowed $10 for one 
month at an annual interest rate 
of 8 per cent, the interest would 
be seven cents—but the fees would 
be $1.80. You would pay, there- 
fore, $1.87 in charges for an aver- 
age outstanding loan of $8.13. This 
is a rate of 276 per cent. 

While one section (15-b) puts a 
ceiling of 5 per cent per month or 


60 per cent per. year on “simple| 


interest,”’ another section (15-c) 
permits the tagging on of charges 
for life, fire, theft, accident and 
health insurance, Millican pointed 
out.

House Kills 
Car Liability 
‘Must’ Plan

A bill to require all Georgia 
automobile owners to carry lia- 
bility insurahce met defeat Mon- 
day in the State House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

Attacked by Fulton Reps. 
Muggsy Smith and Ham Lokey, 
who questioned the proposal’s 
constitutionality and said it would 
raise automobile insurance rates, 
the bill received a favorable vote 
of 73 to 55—but failed to get 
the necessary contitutional ma- 
jority. ' 

The bill’s sponsors mover for 
reconsideration later, but there 
scarcely will be time for that 
during ‘the remainder of the wan- 
ing legislative session. 


| LICENSE PERIL 


(Georgia already has a safety 
responsibility law which subjects 
an automobilt owner to license re- 
vocation if he has an accident and 
is not financially able through 
insurance or other security to 
cover accident damage up to 
311,00...

SENATE ‘ROUNDUP 


An administration proposal to 
apply the sales tax to casual 
sales was held in the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee Monday. 
This bill, which barely passed 
the House on the second try, ran 
into many question in the Senate 
committee.

AIMED AT CAR SALES

Conditioned Reflexes 
Play Some Odd Tricks 


Many of our actions are condi- 
tioned by past experience. In 
this respect, we respond to spe- 
cific situations in the same way 
as Paviov’s dog in the famous 
experiment conducted by this 
Russian scientist. 

When a bell of low musical 
note was rung, food was given 
and the dog wagged its tail and 
jumped about in pleasant antici- 
pation. Tests showed that the 
mouth and stomach secretions 
were flowing freely. 

Then a bell with a high musi- 
cal note was rung but instead of 
offering food to the dog, the 
physiologist gave it a slight elec- 
trical shock. 

This frightened the animal and 
it slunk te a corner, tail between 
legs. Secretions in the mouth 
and gastric pouch were marked- 
ly reduced and soon the dog be- 
came conditiened to this note of 
the bell. 


Next, there was a gradual in- 
crease in the pitch of the low bell 
and a decrease in pitch of the 
high bell. 

One meant food and pleasure 
and the other, pain and discom- 
fort. As the sound of the two 
bells became almost the same, 
the poor dog became confused 
and irritable; it lost appetite, 
could not sleep, and snapped at 
anyone who came near. 

The pulse increased and dry- 
ness of the mouth. alternated 
with drooling. The dog was neu- 
rotic. 

The same happens to humans 
under similar circumstance. In- 
stead of bells, the trigger me- 
chanisms are past experiences, 
often bizarre and long forgotten. 

Dr. Hewitt B. Hannah cited 
an example in the South Dakota 
Journal of Medicine and Phar- 
macy in which roses acted as 
the “‘starter.’’ 


A college student fell in love 
and on certain mornings sent his 
girl a bouquet of roses. The lad 
was poor and could not afford 
to marry, which led to quarrels. 

In time both the boy and girl 
developed a sense of guilt over 
their secret love affair; he en- 
rolled in another university and, 
when she became engaged to an- 


other man, our student suffered 
a nervous breakdown. 

On recovering, he decided to 
forget the whole affair but his 
bronchial tubes remembered. 
Whenever this man saw a rose 
he found it hard to breathe. 

Gasping became a conditioned 
reflex and progressed to such
